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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the limitation "sealing 
mechanism - overmolded integrally with the head of the grommet" (claim 10) must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 9 and 1 0 the structure of the "sealing mechanism" is indefinite. Is the 
sealing mechanism a separate part (made of a material that is different from or distinct 
from the material of the grommet)? What does the term "overmolded" mean? 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kraus 
'393 and Junemann et al. 

Both Kraus and Junemann et al disclose a sealed grommet structure that 
includes an outer grommet body with a head, an axial bore and retention structure, a pin 
that fits in the bore and sealing structure that provides a seal around the head of the 
grommet and between the bore of the grommet and the outer surface of the pin. In 
Kraus '393 the sealing structure is shown in Figure 4 (see elements 27 and 47) and the 
sealing member is a separate part made of a distinct material. In Junemann et al the 
sealing structure is also made as a separate part (see Fig. 3, elements 16, 23) and it 
seals the panel surface as well as the shaft of the pin (elements 6, 7, 21 ). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references to Schmidt et al, Benedetti et al and Sullivan 
disclose related fastener devices and are cited to further show the state of the art.
